Lieutenant JOHNNY HARRIS, C-lynn County

and observed an individual who looked like pictures 
of IES HARVEY OSWALD that SV T-l had observed recently 
on television and in newspapers in connection with the

stated SV T-l told him this individual was wearing 
a dark suit and was accompanied by a blonde-headed 
woman.

• SV T-l was interviewed on November 29, 1963. 
He stated that between February 15, 1963, and April 15, 
1963, he made a business trip to Texas and stopped at 
Hew Orleans, Louisiana, where he made some business" 
calls ana traveled back to Georgia. One night he 
and a friend were introduced to the owner of the 
r l'ov<:x and Country Restaurant in New Orleans. ' He was

His woman companion was a white female, age 22-26 
years of age, blond hair and a flashy dresser. 
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
